(Text) A reading of the “document recording conferences on the party democratic 
life” held by the standing committee of the Lianyun District Party Committee of 
Lianyungang Municipality will present use with a clear and true picture of how its 
members have strived to improve the inner<party democratic Life and how they have 
conscientiously launched criticiem and self-criticiem. As a result of a careful 
study of the constitution of the party and the "Guiding Principles for the Inner- 
Party Democratic Life" in conjunction with their work and ways of thinking, and 
as a result of their efforts to expose contradictions in an open-minded manner, 
they have revitalized the inner-party democratic Life, strengthened unity, raised 
the fighting power of the party committee and improved the leadership of the party 
in all fields of work. 


Clarification of District Party Committee's Working Policies 


The Lianyun District is located on the harbor waterfront. In addition to the 
central, provincial and gunicipal authorities affiliated enterprises, it controls 
two townships and two communes which thrive on fisheries, agriculture, vegetable 
production, and logging. There are also industries operated by townships and 
communes and brigades. The district party committee has a heavy workload, covers 
a wide range of services and faces a complicated task which requires an overal) 
arrangement based on the principle of overall consideration as well ae skills in 
“playing pianos.” As a result of their conscientious and thorough implementation 
of all work planned by the @wmicipal party committee, they have scored some 
success in the direction of supporting the harbor construction projects and in 
improving daily services for urban residents. But a poor arrangement for all work 
once led the district party commictee to slacken ite efforts in leading aquatic 
production. At the turn of the autumn and winter of 1978, a crucial movement in 
Which the management of kelp breeding farms needed to be strengthened and fishing 
gears and other related materials needed to be urgently supplied, the principal 
leading members on the district party committee in charge of the division of labor 
concentrated their energy on building emall restaurants, improving environmental 
sanitation and family planning, thus causing a slippage in kelp production. This 














has been identified as the major cause for reduetion in kelp production in 1979, 
The subject of how the district party committee should concentrate tte attention 
on the central task has touched of f a debate among its members and cadres, Since 
then, its principal responsible comrades have concentrated their energy on 

aquatic production, At a conference on the democratic life held by the district 
party committee standing committee early in 1980, chey again brought up thie matter 
for discuseion and launched criticism and self-criticiem in the course of summing 
up their 1979 work, Some cadres sicrpiy pointed out: Although we won several red 
banners last year, none of them waa for production, Why? Comrades contended that 
the work to be done by the dir. .cict party committee is very complicated and should 
be firmly and succesafulls » asped, for it concerns the well-being of thousands of 
households, But the crux of the problem lies in how to rectify the ideological 
line and clearly define the central task in a way that takes into account the 
actual local conditions. Only in thie way can priorities be clearly defined, and 
proper arrangements be made for all work, During a discussion centering around 

the subject of “how to define the central task of the district party committee, 
they criticized its secretary Comrade Sun Peilin [1327 0160 2651] on the basis of 
seeking truth from facts, Mr Sun also used that occasion to further sum up ex- 
periences and lessons and criticize himself, and held himelf responsible for 
everything he did as a leader. An agreement was eventually reached by the leading 
membere on the district party committee on the clarification of a policy which de- 
fines production as the central task to serve the needs of the harbor construction 
and which also emphasizes the need to grasp other work. Once the political line was 
rectified, concerted steps were taken. In 1980, standing committee members of the 
district party committee led office workers on an extensive investigation and study 
tour of fishing villages, communes and brigades with the aim of helping grassroots 
units develop work. When kelp faced a decline in price, and breeding business 
faced shortages of raw materiais, and other problems, some cadres and people in 
communes and brigades took a wait-and-see attitude toward kelp production. At that 
time, in addition to improving the ideological and political work, the standing 
committee members of the district party committee joined grassroots cadres and 
people in seeking ways to solve existing and practical difficulties so as to insure 
that the kelp breeding acreage would be kept intact. At the same time, they made 
efforts to review and promote the system of responsibility for production designed 
to “commend those who meet four requirements for production.” As a result, fisher- 
men were encouraged to work harder than ever. The district party committee sent 
two of its standing committee members along with other personnel to help Gaogongdao 
commune and other units rectify the ideological line and strengthen unity when 
their leading groups encountered problems. As a result of common efforts by 
cadres and the masses, last year the district produced 18 million jin of kelp, which 
represented an increase of 104 percent over the level of the previous year, 
exceeding the annual plan by 12 percent and approaching the previous best record 
set in 1977. In the field of deep-sea operations, the prerequisite is to do a good 
job of aquatic breeding and resource protection, and to catch economic fish as 
much as possible. Last year, the value of such catch exceeded the level of the 
previous year by big margins. New progress has also been made in industrial produc- 
tion and other work. 











Uphold the Principle of Collective Leadership 


Within che framework of the inner-party political life, the Lianyun Party Committee 
hae persisted in making the subject of whether the principle of collective leader- 
ship should be upheld or violated an important aspect of criticiem and self~ 
eriticiem, The Lianyun Party Committee has decided that any capital construction 
project that requires an investment of 3,000 yuan or more should be collectivel/ 
discussed at meetings called by its standing committee, When the Haifeng brigade 
of thie district and fraternal unite prepared to invest over 200,000 yuan in the 
construction of a clams breeding farm covering 1,500 mu of land in Xueyu last year, 
Deputy Secretary Dong Fengqi [5516 7685 0796] of the diatrict party committee in 
charge of production decided to go ahead with this project without its prior 
approval, following consultations with municipal departments concerned, This 
matter became a subject of serious discussion at a meeting held by the district 
party committee standing committee upon learning of the Haifeng brigade project, 
Comrades agreed that Haifeng enjoye many favorable conditione in building such a 
clams breeding farm, They include 1) it has no shortage of money funding such a 
project; nor does it have any problem in raising several 100,000 yuan at any time; 
2) as a brigade known for its deep-sea fishing and kelp breeding business, it can 
mobilize enough manpower to do the job; 3) it can enjoy the active support of 
municipal departments concerned, local cadres and people and fraternal units. They 
also agreed that because of his constant contact with grassroots units, Mr Dong 
knew the situation there better than anybody else and therefore, his suggestion 

to build a clams breeding farm in a manner appropriate to the local conditions is 
feasible, But this is an important project that requires an investment of large 
capital, and over 230,000 cubic meters of earthwork to build an over 2,500-meter 
long sea dike in 4 month or more. He should not substitute the will of a principal 
leading comrade for that of collective leadership, and was not in a position to 
decide on this matter alone without the approval of the district party committee 
standing committee. In this way, he has directly violated the principle governing 
the organization of the party. In the past, the district party committee suggested 
that an iron-plate-making printing house be established in the Haifeng bricade. 
Although this suggestion seemed unfeasible, any move to correct this idea should be 
made by the party organization rather than any individual. No one can cancel] eny 
collective decision by the party committee with a single stroke of the pen or vith 
a jerk of his head. Comrades «: usly pointed out Mr Dong's problems. Comrade 
Dong Fengqi acknowledged his prob ems and criticized himself for that. Comrades 
said: The meeting held by the district party committee standing committee provided 
an opportunity for them to straighten out not only a simple problem concerning the 
honoring and renewal of their commitment to the organizational procedure but a 
matter of principle concerning how to revitalize the inner-party democratic life 
and give full play to the role of collective leadership. As a result, a shortcoming 
was overcome on the basis of mutual understanding. By the end of March and early 
April, the dike construction project was in trouble when the construction unit de- 
manded an increase in pay. This demand could not be met by the Haifeng brigade 
immediately. After hearing a report from Mr Dong, the district party committee 
attached great importance to it. Later, it sent four of its standing committee 
members to the construction site to look into the case. They also helped the bri- 
gade carefully calculate the losses it might sustain from the cancellation of the 
project, saying that if it decided to save money, it would have to give up the 














breeding for 1 year, would affect ite income for that year, and would suffer a loss 
of several hundred thousand yuan for nothing. They reasonably increased the 

labor service charges by 6,000 yuan through negotiations with the construction 

unit so that the project could be completed before the start of the next clame 
breeding season, As a result, Haifeng was able to recover its total investment 

of 250,000 yuan plus a profit of over 20,000 yuan during the first year after the 
clame breeding project was put into production, This case has enlightened the 
Lianyun Party Committee standing committee to the fact that every individual's 
contributions to the socialist modernization are iimited no matter how intelligent, 
able and experienced he is; no one can do everything well; collective wisdom and 
strength are needed in order to achieve faster and better resulte in work.

Biao and Jiang Qing and their gang carrie’ ‘i. issue of “leftist” errors regarding 
minorities work to the extreme, resulti». in ce implementation of feudalistic, 
fascist minority powers. After the seme \ing of the “gang of four,” and particularly 
after the Third Plenum of the Chinese Cow's Party Central Committee, party 
committees at various levels have done a lot of work in imple. enting the party's 
policy on minorities. They have began to restore some order out of the 10-year-long 
turmoil. Minorities work has caught attention in various leading organizations of 
the party. Various measures pertaining to minorities work have been implemented. 
All these have helped cement the relationship between minorities and th: party and 
government and strengthen national unity. 


The directive demands that the party's policy on local autonomy in minorities 
regions must be implemented. From now on, provincial and district, party an! 
government organizations as well as all departments must pay heed to the regional 
and . ‘tural characteristics of minorities in autonomous counties in carrying out 
their casks. They must draft appropriate regulations, avoid generalizations and 
bureaucratic rigidity. All policies, plans, regulations, and measures which do not 
give due consideration to the local conditions of autonomous counties can be 
rejected or revised b, the autonomous counties concerned. Major issues must first 
be reported to the party, while ordinary issues can be reported after they are 
resolved. 


All localities must seriously handle work on training promoting, and assigning work 
to minority cadres. All party and government departments and public organizations 
should pay heed to the percentage of minority population in their respective 
localities in work assignment, and they show appropriate concern for minorities 
with small populations. Sound organizations for minority affairs must be 
established in a viable way. 




















We Must actively aseist minorities to speed up economic and cultural construction, 
Whtle maintaining 4 socialist orientation and acknowledging the superiority of the 
socialist system of public ownership, we guet permit many forme of ownership and 
many forme of management to exiet side by side, 


We must fully respect the autonomous rights of minority brigades and work teame in 
guiding and supervising production and construction, Depending on the geographical 
conditions, Like of the masses, and social needs of localities concerned, we should 
allow minorities to draw their own agricultural plans, according to whatever their 
land is most suited to, land to grain crops, commercial afforestation, Livestock 
rearing, ®onoculture, or diversified economy. 


We must let them fully develop their particular potentials, We must not place 
limitations on the number of cattle or sheep they raise for themselves, A suitable 
acreage for formage land gust be alloted to areas possessing the necessary conditions. 
In ethnically mixed brigades and teams, members of the Hui ethnic group should be 
encouraged to raise cattle and sheep in the same manner as the Han (Chinese) members 
are encouraged to raise pige under a reward system. No restriction will be placed 
on the number and type of animale kept by the Mongolian herdemen. We must help 
minority communes and teams as soon as possible to improve their means of production, 
increase their opportunities for production adopt comprehensive management of agri- 
culture, industry, and commerce, and hence exhaust all means to help them augment 
their income, 


We must aleo actively help minorities develop cultural, educational, and health 
facilities, Pre-existing minority schoole must be re-opened within the next two 
years, and they must be properly run. On an equal grade point basis, minority 
students must be given preference in college professional school and high school 
admission. We must quickly reduce the proportion of teachers hired by communes and 
brigades so as to alleviate their economic burden. Fixed amounts must be alloted 

by government organizati.a from their educational funde to relieve special diffi- 
culties confronting minorities in their educational development programs. Sanitation 
departments must adopt effective measures to strengthen the work of sanitation units 
in minority areas, and help minorities develop sanitation facilities through human, 
material or financial aids, with a view to improving sanitary conditions and the 
health of minorities. 


The eirective aleo demand that we must respect the customs and mores of minorities. 
Commercial departments should make proper provisions to supply goods specially needed 
by minorities. Enterprises serving the Hui population should hire more Hui than Han 
employees, and recruit more Hui leadership cadres. At the same time, Han cadres 

and employees in these units must be taught to respect the customs and mores of the 
Hui people. 


We guest thoroughly implement the party's policy on religions and support the proper 
religious practices of minorities. The Qing Zhen Monastery that has recently 
re-opened has to form a democratic supervisory committee. Under the leadership of 
the local government, the committee will help publicize and implement the party's 
policy on religious affairs and supervise religious affairs. All activities which 
are detrimental to the maintenance of public order, work order and production order 
should be banned or discouraged. Lawless elements who use religion has a cover for 
subversive activities will be dealt with according to the law,

These comrades should 
change this kind of mentality as quickly as possible, step forward to share our 
country's cares and burdens, work vigorously and take action to overcome diffi- 
culties and do some useful things for the four modernizations in 4 down-to-earth 
fashion.

At present, carrying out the eight- 
characrer policy centered on readjustment and developing our economy is our 
overall point of view. In order to take the overall situation into considera- 
tion, the entire party and all the people are required to wage an arduous strug- 
gie for the overall interests and some of them are even required to give up 
temporarily their own interests and bear the necessary sacrifice.

It 
must be realized that, if thinge go on like this, instead of having their enthu- 
siasm aroused, people will be guided to the quagmire of bourgeois egoiem. if 
things reach that point how can there be socialist enthusiasm’? How can there be 
a revolutionary spirit of arduous struggle for the socialist cause’ Therefore, 
in upholding the principle of material interests we also must not overlook 
ideological-political work, abandon our goal of serving the people wholeheartedly 
and forget the spirit of being selfless and serving only the interests of others. 
Only in this way can the principle of material interests really produce effects 
and can the spirit of bearing hardships and doing hard work in the interest of 
revolution and the people be carried forward.

4 well-defined mechanical principle, and to unlock a lock with a key must also 
meet the requirements of mechanical principles. Otherwise, both the lock and 
the key are not what they should be and the lock cannot be unlocked with the 

key. The same principles also apply to ideological-political work. One should 
be familiar with the party's line and general and specific policies, have a clear 
understanding of the role, function, and direction of ideological-political work, 
and have a clear idea of the tradition and style of the party's ideological~poli- 
tical work. Also, one should know the laws, party disciplines, logic, psychology, 
education, behavior science, sociology as well as production management, custome 
and habits. Only those who have acquired the above-mentioned knowledge and who 
thoroughly understand the basic rules and methods of ideological-political work 
can really use a4 particular key to unlock a particular lock.” 


To meet the requirements of the four godernizations and to carry out the prom- 
tion and education of the four basic principles, the party organizations should 
inquire into and study ideological-political work as a science. Political work 
cadres doing ideological-political work should especially regard it as a special- 
ized discipline. Yet, at present some comrades are unwilling to dare not do 
ideological-political work, even to the extent of becoming disgusted with the 
mention of intensification of ideological-political work. This kind of attitude 
is wrong. It shows that the pernicious influence of the ultraleft has not been 
eliminated from ideological-political work. On the other hand, it should be 
realized that some organs and some comrades doing ideological-political work have 
failed to regard their own work as a branch of science that has its own laws, or 
as a profession distinct from other specialties. As a result, many comrades, 
despite their years of experience, do not understand or do not quite understand 
the basic rules and methods of ideological-political work. Consequently, they 
are unable to accomplish greater results. 
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Now Many political work organs and comrades engaging in ideological -political 
work begin to recognize this problem and are taking Measures to approach 
ideological- political work as a branch of science, of a8 4 specialized disci 
pline, It ie anticipated that, with persistent efforts, a host of specialised 
cadres versed in the rules and methods of ideological-political work will soon 
emerge, thereby making ideological-political work play an eminent role in 
achieving the four modernizations,

[Text] The 28th of November thie year marked the 160th 
anniversary of Engele' birthday. Ase thie feative occasion 
approaches, I read several articles and letters by Engels and 
had the feeling that one can really learn something new by 
reviewing the old. I am writing down a few pointe here as 

a way of commemorating Engels’ birthday.

Te commemorate Engels is at the same time to commemorate Marx. From the signifi- 
cance of a pereon in its social essence, Marx and Engele actually constitute a 
single man. William Li-Bukenei~xi has put it well: in the case of Marx and 

and Engels, “as long as there are still people living on thie earth, their 
achievements and works in respect to mankind will remain an inseparable whole." 


Marxism “absorbed and transformed all valuable things in 2,000 years of man's 
ideological and cultural development" (Lenin). The three component parte of 
Marxies were derived from three sources. If Marx and Engele did not critically 
inherit the ideological data from the three sources, it would have been 
impossible for them to establish Marxiem. The core of Marxiem is scientific 
eocialiem; the socialization of capitalist production is the main material 
foundation upon which socialiem is bound to be realized. The proletariat “is 

mo other than the force which propele this change intellectually and spiritually 
and realizes this change physically" (Lenin). If Marx and Engele did not sum 
up the proletarian experience in the practice of struggle, it would have been 
even less likely for them to establish Marxiem. It was only after they did such 
formidable work that Marx and Engels established the theory of Marxiem. Although 
Engels alwaye said that it was fair to have the theory named after Marx, and 
that he himself merely played the second “fiddle,” what people should learn from 
these words is Engels’ humble spirit; there is hardly any value of scientific 
research in “appraising the grades” or “fixing the titles” between Marx and 


Engels. 
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People know that Marx and Engele wrote many works jointly. It has been rare in 
the world history of publication that two well-known authors undertook to write 

eo many Works togecher. Not only this, but even in the case of their respective 
worke the situation is often “you are incorporated in mine, and I am incorporated 
in yours." For inetance, Volumes II and III of Marx’ "Das Kapital” were published 
only after Engels had put them in order, connected them and filled their blanks. 
Lenin put it in a very fair manner: “These two volumes of ‘Das Kapital’ are the 
joint works of Marx and Engele' ("Selected Works of Lenin,” Vol 1, p 29). 

Chapter 10, Second Compilation, of Engele’' “Anti-Duehring,” on the other hand, 

wae written by Marx. From these facts alone, we realize that the establishment 

of Marxiem was at least a crystallisation of the collective wiedom of both Marx 
and Engels.

The reason Marx and Engele were able to cooperate with each other ae if they were 
4 single moa ‘tn the process of their joint establishment of Marxiem was because 
their opinions were consistent with each other. And this consistency in their 
opinions was one in terme of standpoint, viewpoint and methodology reached 
through their respective independent considerations and mutual discussions and 
tests of practice. Just as Engele said about the consistency in opinions between 
himself and Bei-Bei-Er [Beber] in hie letter to Bei-Bei-Er ([Beber|: “Since we 
began to correspond with each other and later became closer in our personal 
communications, I often felt that there was a consistency in orientation and in 
the thinking methods between us; to persons with different experiences, this has 
been rathes surprising. It is a good thing that this did not exclude the 
possibility of our opinions being inconsistent with each other on certain 
questions. But then these questions have been of no more than this nature: 
either with the passage of time, through discussions and the occurrence of new 
events, we would spontaneously reach consistent opinions about them eventually, 
or from the long-range point of view, the discrepancies in question lacked any 
significance” ("Complete Works of Engels," Vol 38, p 64). This was how opinions 
between Engels and Bei-Bei-Er [Beber] were consistent with each other; and this 
was how opinions between him and Marx were also consistent with each other. 

Marx said: "All self-respecting persons should definitely not trust each other 
blindly” ("Complete Works of Engels," Vol 28, p 562). The consistency between 
the opinions of Marx and Engels was definitely no blind mutual trust. The 
friendship between Marx and Engels “exceeded all moving legends about human 
friendship,” and the friendship betwen them was established also on the basis of 
the scientific truth of communiem, and not just some “simple feelings.” 





In 1871, the bourgeois reactionary newspapers in Europe fabricated many “evil 
deeds" for the Paris Commune and the proletarian warriors of the international 
general committee represented by Marx; white terror seriously threatened then. 
Engels said in his letter to his other that, once she refrained from being 
deceived by these rumors, she “would also have 4 good feeling toward the people 
of 1871." In this letter, he also told his mother how she should look at the 
relationship between him and Marx. Said Engels: "I have not changed a single 
bit the views I have held during the past 30 years. You know about this. If 
incidents require me to do so, I will not only defend them, but in other aspects 
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I will also fulfill my duties, You should not feel surprised about thie either, 
If I fail to do this, as a mtter of fact, you should be ashamed of me, Even if 
Marx is not here, or if he never existed, the situation would not change in any 
way either. Therefore, it would be unfair to blame him; and I aleo remember, ae 
Marx' relatives have previously predicted, that I seemed to have been the one 

who led him astray" ("Complete Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 33, p 308), 

Engels’ passage iliuatrates that a communiat does conscious deeds, and he cannot 
pase on the responsibility he should shoulder to somebody elee. What Marx and 
Engels did was like what was done by 4 single person; this was based on common 
standpoint, viewpoint and methodology. This ia not to say that, without Marx, 
Engels would not have become Engels, or that, without Engele, Marx would not have 
become Marx. It is of course very important that communists help each other and 
influence each other, but even more important ie that a communiaet becomes a 
communiat because he himself has perceived the truth of communiem and he is 
consciously willing to etruggle for it throughout his life. Communiem ise a truth 
which existe objectively. Marx and Engels discovered this truth the earliest; 
this was an incomparable achievement in the promotion of the cause of liberation 
of the proletariat and in the promotion of the development of society, But, 

even if Marx and Engels did not exist, the objectively existing truth of 
communism would have been perceived sooner or later by others who would be willing 
to struggle for it.

Among Marx' contemporaries, there was not necessarily anyone who respected Marx 
more than Engels did. But respecting is not the same as superstition, Engels 
respected Marx' scientific system, respected Marx' works, and took as his 
solemn, sacred duty the ordering and publication of the works left by Marx. 
Only after 10 years of hard, scientific work did he publish Volumes II and III 
of "Das Kapital," because what he wanted to publish was "Marx' real works" 
(Complete Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 36, p 97). He did not propagate every 
statement and every principle in Marx' works as “the highest and ultimate" 
absolute norm of truth. Ina letter to Kautsky in which he criticized 
Jie-wei-er's "Marx' ‘Das Kapital,'” he said: “His main error is that he 
interprets as absolute principles certain principles which Marx himself thinks 
would function only under certain conditions. Jie-wei-er has ignored these 
conditions; hence, those principles themselves have become incorrect" ("Complete 
Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 36, p 98). 


Marx and Engels loathed the excessive praises heaped upon them. In a ietter of 
reply to Bu-lu-nuo She-en-lan-ke, Engels also pointed out the following 

concrete question apart from indicating thar the letter writer had overestimated 
his merits and made hia feel uneasy. Said Engels: "You call me the founder 

of narrative economics. I cannot agree with this either. You can find narrative 
economics from Pei-di Bj-a-ji-bei-er, Ren-hao, Ya.qi-mi, and many others. 
Narratives specifically about the condiciones of proletarians have been provided 
by Frenchmen and Englishmen before myself. It is only my luck that I live ina 
great modern industrial center, and happen to be the first one to see the 

mutual relationships there--at least the most superficial mutual relationships" 
("Complete Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 36, p 675). Engels thus made an 
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appraisal of himself on thie question of "narrative economice” by seeking truth 
from facta, and rejected the excessive praise heaped upon him.

Marx and Engels were great proletarian revolutionaries, but Marx and Engels were 
opposed to the writing of articles with an “abusive use of the term revolution" 
in revolutionary propaganda. In revolutionary practice, they were even mre 
opposed to the ultra-left adventuriem of fabricating “revolution” at random. 
Engels said: "No revolution should be carried out againet those things which 
need not be overthrown" (Complete Worke of Marx and Engele," Vol 38, p 490). He 
sarcastically called the international cungress of anarchists convened in July 
1881 in London as “the met, most revolutionary congress" ("Complete Works of 
Marx and Engels," Vol 35, p 207). He also pointed out: "Those who boasted that 
they have created a revolution usually see on the next day of the revolution 

that ‘sey do not know what they are talking about, as the revolution they have 
created is not at all like what they have originally calculated" ("Complete 
Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 36, p 32). What Engels mentioned as "the next day' 
is not, of course, "the next day" on the calendar, but "the next day" in history. 
No matter how many days, how many months, or how many years this “next day" was 
after the fabricated “revolution,” whether or not those who boasted that they 
have fabricated a revolution are willing to see what such “revolution” is doing, 
and whether or not its results are as they have originally calculated, history 
and the people can always see that such a fabricated "revolution" is not at all 
what they have originally calculated, but a great historical disaster. 


But history always progresses dialectically. Engels said: “Every great 
historical disaster has been complemented by historical progress" ("Complete 
Works of Marx and Engels,” Vol 39, p 149). So long as we accept the lessons 

of history and learn from the mistakes that resulted in a hisotrical disaster, 
that historical disaster is bound to be complemented by historical progress. 
Hence, Engels also said: "A great class is like a great people; no matter 

what aspect of learning it contemplates, it can do no faster than learning from 
the consequences of the mistakes it makes itself" ("Selected Works of Marx 

and Engels," Vol 4, p 258). So long as we seriously learn from the consequences 
of our mistakes, even though we have made mistakes, the eventual outcome would 
be just as Engels said, "the ultimate victory still remains assured and beyond 
doubt, although tortuous roads and temporary and partial misdirect ions--while 
they are also inevitable--are now going to be far mre numerous than before. 
But we must overcome these obstacles, Otherwise, what do we live for? We will 
never lose courage because of this" ("Complete Works of Marx and Engels,” Vol 
35, p 460). Indeed, after Marxists suffer a great historical disaster, they 
will not waver in their confidence in the ultimate victory of communism because 
of this, nor lose their courage. They will earnestly struggle to make up for 
historical disasters with historical progress while they themselves are still 
alive.

INTEGRATING STUDENT POLITICAL~IDEOLOGICAL WORK WITH REALITY STRESSED

[Text] Academic education undertakes the heavy task of training and delivering 
talent for socialist modernization, and strengthening political/ideological work 
among the students is a guarantee that the talent nurtured will be qualified for 
construction. Therefore, schools of all kinds on all levels must give student 
political/ideological work a prominent place and attend to them earnestly and 
well. 


To conduct political/ideological work well, we met first carry out a scientific 
analysis, seeking truth from facts, of the students’ ideological circumstances, 
to distinguish between their ideological mainstream and tributaries, superiori- 
ties and deficiencies, to grasp their particular characteristics. This is a pre- 
reqisite to conducting political/ideological work well. Today's students, 
particularly college students, have gone through ten years of turmoil, know of 
the suffering during the days when the "gang of four" were on a rampage, and 
although they still bear scars from the turmoil, most of them are liberated ide- 
Ologically, are rich in ideals, demand progress, study hard, are concerned about 
the four modernizations, and detest the destruction and chaos caused by Lin Biao 
and the “gang of four;" they are actively supportive of the party's present line 
and policies. Practice following the party's Third Plenum made them realize 
that there was no hope for the party, no hope for the country, and no possibility 
of implementing the four modernizations unless everyone unwaveringly, with one 
heart and mind, thoroughly implements the party's line and policies. Only then 
will the new generation of young students have a bright future. From practice 
they also realized that a young person determined to dedicate himself to the 
country's four modernizations could ceraainly not realize this through shouting 
of empty slogans, but must begin with himself, begin with right now, make a firm 
resolution to strive and use his own energies to master modern scientific and 
cultural knowledge as a full preparation for participation in the nation's four 
modernizations. They do not follow blindly, do not place their confidence 
lightly, are willing to ponder over things, probe boldly, are adept at analyzing 
and questioning things, and have a certain capability for analyzing problems and 
distinguishing between true and false. This is the essence and the mainstream 
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of the new generation of young students. We could aay that this generation of 
youth is che hope of our country's four modernigatiora, and that they are com 
pletely trustworthy. However, because we are now situated in a time of a turning 
in history, the studente are necessarily influenced by all kinda of erroneous 
social ideologies, in addition to which some of them are lacking any idea of 
dialectical materialiem and are lacking the ability to view problems in an over= 
all historical context, so in the course of transition, some etudents develop 
some confused ideas, even developing doubts about maintaining the four basic 
principles; they do not want to be centralized or unified, they don't want 
organization or discipline, but practice ultra-democracy; some want only "one 
good,” and do not want the "three goodse;" some lack any understanding of com 
mnist morals. All of these must undergo positive and effective political/ 
ideological work to lead them onto a correct and healthy path and to mke them 
into an all-around developed new generation. 


To conduct political/ideological work well among achool students, we must grasp 
the important matters and make the party's ideological line, political line, 

and organizational Line important contents of education, lead them to consciously 
implement the party's line, general policies and specific policies, safeguard 
stability and unity, advance the revision of the national economy, and become 
promoters of progress determined to dedicate themselves to the four modernizations. 
We must conduct thoroughgoing education into the four basic principles, conduct 
education well in the situation and tue policies, help the young students to em 
ploy the viewpoints of dialectical materialism and historical materialism, to 
analyze and view the situation correctly, to understand correctly and implement 
the party line and policy thoroughly, to trust in and defend the party leader- 
ship, take a correct political orientation, strengthen confidence in studying 

the four modernizations, consciously suppress all kinds of anarchy aimed at 
casting off the party leadership and pursuing extreme individualism, bourgeois 
liberalism, and other erroneous tendencies; we must integrate with reality, edu- 
cate the students to realize the necessity of adjusting the national economy at 
this time, lead them to regard the four modernizations as their own duty, develop 
a spirit of revolution through arduous struggle, correctly deal with temporary 
difficulties in the work of the nation and the school, and win victories over 
difficulties sharing one heart and mind with the party and the people. We must 
make the students understand that stability and unity are necessary to the four 
modernizations and are also the minimum political requirement for the healthy 
maturation of the students. Every young student must consider the overall situa- 
tion as important, and through his own activities must resolutely defend the 
hard-won stability and unity and lively, vigorous political situation. We mst 
conduct education in overall moral, mental, and physical development, help the 
students to recognize the rich contents of the "three goods" and their mutual 
relationships, to recognize that every one of the “three goods" is essential to 
the healthy maturation of the student, to recognize that upholding the "three 
goods" ‘is the principal way in which socialist education is superior to capital- 
ist education, and to lead the students to adhere to the “three goods" conscious- 
ly; we must conduct moral education repeatedly and unremittingly, develop a 
spirit of proletarian revolution, encourage the new generation of young students 
to establish an unselfish spirit of service to the people with their whole hearts 
and souls, a spirit dedicated always for the benefit of others and without the 
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least thought for themmelvea, overcoming all enemies and difficulties without 
fear of hardahip and without fear of death. In conducting moral education, we 
must have education on a revolutionary outlook on life to lead the students 
gradually to establish communist moral habits and lofty revolutionary ideals. 


In political/ideological work, we must employ new methods that are appropriate 
to the different characteristics of students at schools of different kinds and 
different levels. There has been a great transformation in the targets of poli- 
tical/ideological work over past years, and we cannot unlock the door to the 
eighties with the key from the sixties. It will require broad contact with the 
students, meticulous understanding, analysis, and research into the characteris- 
tics of their thinking and the way they mature. In this work we must strive to 
suit the medicine to the illness. We must be adept at starting from the reality 
of the young student's thinking and capacity for reception, and conducting the 
work according to the target and stage, preventing tue simplification of using 
one "prescription" for = whole school and the method of slicing everything with 
one knife; we must be adept -t treating people with equality and examining 
questions together with the students, inducing the students to solve their own 
ideological problems, being careful to persuade them with facts and move them 
with the force of logic, avoiding coarse methods like forceful indoctrination, 
empty lecturing, or "I make you understand, I apply pressure and you yield;" we 
must imagine ourselves in the students’ position and integrate the solution of 
the students’ ideological problems with helping them solve some of their real 
problems; we must be adept at organizing and developing lively and vigorous 
activities that are iueological, intellectual, and interesting, and to including 
the education within these activities; we must be adept at developing the work 
around the students' studies and encouraging the students to study; we must be 
adept at developing democracy, nurturing student mainstays, mobilizing broad 
groups of students and cadres to conduct the political/ideological work, and 
providing a reliable mass base for the student political/ideological work. 


The key to conducting political/ideological work well is the strengthening and 
improvement of party leadership in the schools. Party organizations in the 
schools should devote their main strength to the political/ideological work, 
fully develop the functions of the Young Communist League, the student associa- 
tion, and other mass organizations, and have the Young Communist League and 
student association organize bonds and bridges that truly join the party to the 
masses of young students. In universitites and professional schools, we must 
also establish a corps of qualified professional ideological/political workers 
who are both red and expert. The political/ideological work cadres and the 
instructional personnel should be treated equally without discrimination, and 
we must respect and acknowledge the labor of the political work cadres. The 
student political/ideological work is something to be done not only by the party 
and league organization, the political work cadres and political instructors 
must do it, the professional instructors must also do it, the instructors mst 
be paragons, teaching their students as well as their subjects, to cultivate 
the young students as persons of ability with ideals, morals, knowledge, and 
strength.

SHANDONG ENGINEERING COLLEGE CONDUCTS SOCIALIST EDUCATION

|Text] Taking into account the ideological realities of the students, the party 
branch committee of Shandong Engineering College has adopted methods of pre- 
senting the facts and reasoning things out as 4 means of conducting superior 
socialist education for the studente and has achieved very good results. 


Since the breakup of the “gang of four," and especially after the party's third 
plenary session, the broad masses of students at this school have placed complete 
confidence in our country's socialist construction. They have studied actively 
and strived to master modern science and technology as preparation to contribute 
their strength to the four modernizations. However, a minority has felt doubts 
and wavering about the superiority of our country's socialist system. Some have 
even been misled by the surface prosperity of capitalism, erroneously assuming 
that “Socialiem is good from a theoretical viewpoint, but capitalism is good 

from a factual viewpoint." 


Ultimately, ia the socialist system good or not? Is it superior? The party 
committee felt that in this new period of an abrupt turn in history the thinking 
of young people is unpiecedentedly animated and that if they did not place their 
trust lightly or follow blindly and probed boldly, this is good. However, be- 
cause of interference and disruption by Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” the 
superiority of the socialist system had not been fully developed, and this had 
seriously damaged the image of the socialist system in the eyes of the young, 
and it is not surprising that it has produced some confused ideas among the 
young students. Moreover, if we are to solve this fundamental problem of the 
ideological convictions of young students, it will not do to rely solely on 
ready-made theories in books, we must use facts to provide answers. 


Therefore, since 1980, the party committee has employed methods of letting the 
students study for themselves primarily and supplementing that with active guid- 
ance, keeping in close contact with reality, using fact to explain theory, and 
developing broad discussions in “Is the socialist system good or not?” They 
encouraged the students to say what was on their minds, disposed of the knotty 
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problems, and fully developed the discussion, Discussions took many forms, with 
small group study discussions and special topic discussions, and the students 
were highly enthusiastic about the discussion activities, Students of the 
electrical department also organised a question and anawer session and took the 
initiative in inviting cadres and teachers to participate. Students and inet ruce 
tore asked each other questions and developed a very lively discussion, At the 
same time, the school also employed blackboard newspapers, 4 broadcasting station, 
school publications, ete.,, te develop special topic broadcasts and special topic 
discussions. in the course of the discussions, the school also printed and dis- 
tributed material that represented the true cirowmstances of capitaliat society, 
organized students to see related films, organized instructors to provide guid- 
ance in special topics, did — comparative analysis of the essential differences 
between the socialist and capitalist system, explained clearly, through a com 
bination of theory and fact, what socialiem is and what capitaliem is, let every- 
one see that although our present economy is backward, it is developing, and the 
socialist system is not the cause of the backwardness, and through thie raised 
the students’ recognition of the superiority of the socialist eystem and trane- 
formed the original erroneous thinking of some of the students. Some classes 
conducted comparative discussions of the tuition fees, medical care, graduation 
assignments, and faculty relationships of our country's college students and 
those in capitalist countries, and the students came to recognize the superiority 
of the socialist system from the comparisons and from their own personal examina- 
tions. They said: Not only is the socialist system good from a theoretical 
viewpoint, it is aleo I don't know how much better than the capitaliat system 
where social practice is concerned. Without socialiem, we would not be able to 
go to college, and we might not be able to fail to appreciate the good life we 


enjoy. 


On this foundation, they broadly conducted social investigations to comprehend 
the party's thorough implementation of the party line and policies and the pro- 
found traneformations in all fielde since the party's third plenum. Thoough 
interviews with workers, farmers, cadres, production teams, in factories, on the 
street, as well as in shops and at markets, everyone personally saw the good in- 
fluence of the third plenum. Investigation reports were written by 30 percent 
of the students at the college. The investigation material came from eight 
provinces and cities, including Shandong, Anhui, Shanghai, Beijing, and Xining. 
Ome of the students in the '78 clase of this college had originally feit that 
the rural production task system was retrogressive, and later, through investi- 
gation, he came to recognize that implementation of the production task system 
in accordance with local conditions greatly motivated the activism of the 
peasants, resulting in increased income not only for those households with a 
great deal of labor force, but also resulting in a twofold or better increase in 
income from year-end distribution for those other households with little labor 
force.

[Text] Doing a good job of running schools of higher education requires many basic 
conditions. Among them, building a vigorous leading body is of the utmost importance. 
To take the leading bodies of echoole of higher education and build them into 

leading bodies that steadfastly maintain the party's line, are able and rich in 
experience, expert in their profession, good at management, and united to manage 

the work of higher education, is an important matter relating to doing a good job 

of managing schoole of higher education. 


After the emashing of the “gang of four,” and particularly eince the Third Plenum 

of the party of the party's llth Central Committee, leading bodies of schools of 

higher education have been adjusted, and replenished; the great majority of their 
political lines are comparatively correct, they are already stronger politically, 

the number of leading staff familiar with the business of managing education has 
increased, and the practices of these leaders have also improved. However, from 

the point of view of answering the needs of building the socialist four modernizations, 
there still exist some problems in need of an immediate solution. 





The average age of leading bodies is generally disp: oportionately high. The average 
age of party committee secretaries and assistant secretaries, and heads and 
assistant heads of schools, for many institutions has already passed 60, and in a 
emall number has already passed 65. This situation regarding age, as far as taking 
on the responsibility of a fundamental leadership task involving a great deal of 
complicated work is concerned, tends to lead to situations in which people's ability 
is not equal to their ambition. Regarding the average age of leading bodies of the 
various schools, we should strive, within a period of approximately 2 years, to 
reduce that age to approximately 55, that is, to somewhere between 50 and 60. 
Supposing we did this, although the ages would still be disproportionately high 
compared with the situation during the fifties and sixties, nevertheless we must 
consider the fact that, for the work of governing schools of higher education, there 
are many old specialists and old cadres available, so that to lower the age further 
would be unrealistic. Of course, realizing this requirement will still not be easy, 
and will require very great efforts on the part of concerned departments and party 
committees of schools of higher education. If we want to overcome the old, tradi- 
tional concept in people's minds that thinks of a person's age as part of his quali- 
fications, and the metaphysical standpoint of criticizing to the point of demanding 
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perfection, then we must bravely promote a large number of middle-aged and young 
cadres to leading bodies, who steadfastly adhere to the path of soctaliem, possess 
beth talent and good moral character, and have definite organisational and leadership 
ability, At the same time, we gust consctentiously bring inte full play the 
effectiveness of old comrades, Some of these could function ae the mainstays of 
leading bodies, and others who have retired could, on the side, take on the work of 
advisors, In short, allow those comrades who actually still possess the ability 

te get a good hold on their work te have an opportunity te work for the party, Those 
who cannot handle the work can go back inte retirement, One guest, based on their 
concrete circumstances, arrange for them properly, eo that each will find hie proper 
place. Thies te a penetrating and exacting job. 


Not being sufficiently knowledgeable or professionalized is another problem of 
leading bodies in need of a solution, At present, of the leading cadres of our 
country's echoole of higher education, those who have received a specialized 
uhiversity education and studied a profession number less than half, and thie ie 
very disadvantageous for raising the level of management and forming echoole of 
higher education into the centers of learning and ectentific research, Hereafter, 
in promoting comrades to leading poste in inetitutione of higher learning, these 
should be university graduates or of an equivalent cultural level, and thie is quite 
4 reasonable requirement. There is an abundance of talented people in the schools 
of higher education, so that the conditions for meeting thie requirement are already 
in existence. Of course, one gust aleo emphasize that the fundamental method for 
leading bodies to realize their becoming more knowledgeable and professional is on- 
the-job study and heightening of their professional level. Nowadays, knowledge be- 
comes old very fast, and the rate of obsolescence is also very high; no matter what 
the cultural level of leadership cadres is, only by getting a firm grip on on-the- 
job study and heightening of their professional capability can they possibly 

anewer the new demands made on the work of educational leadership by the new 
situation of the continuous development of science and culture. Schoole of higher 
education have all kinds of special fields, and have teachers, facilities, and a 
good study environment, and in this the conditions are especially excellent for the 
study and training of on-the-job cadres, and one can say that “everything is ready.” 
If only concerned departments and cadres themselves begin to take this problem 
seriously, and get a firm grasp on it in a planned way, then leading cadres of 
schools of higher education can be expected to occupy the forefront of the path of 
becoming more knowledgeable and professionalized. 


At present there is everywhere a tendency for the leading staffs of schools of 
higher education to be too numerous and, goreover, there is aleo a tendency toward 
an increase of them. This situation is very bad for overcoming bureaucratiem and 
raisii., the productivity rate, and it guet be curtailed. Schools are basic-level 
enterprise units, and in the matter of school administration each and every appoint- 
ment of responsibility to a leading academic post must be based on actual work 
requirements; they should not be looked upon as honorary appointments, and still 
less should they be looked upon as “official posts.” For many years, we have looked 
upon leading posts in school administration as “official posts,” and looked upon 
them as being higher than teachers, and this has been one of the causes bringing 
about the institutionalization of school administration, and is very bad for the 
development of the enterprise. Now we gust change this kind of incorrect viewpoint, 
and return teachers to their rightful positions in our schools. As for the work of 
administrative leadership, one should select men of action who possess both talent 
and virtue to take on this responsibility, enabling our leading bodies to be built 
up to a point where they are really capable. 
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yor many years, the leading poste in party administration in schools of higher 
education have in many cases been filled by appointment, According to the regulation 
in the party conetitution, secretaries and assistant secretaries of party committees 
should be produced through selection by new patty committees generated in turn by 
general meetings of party representatives, However, owing to the fact that for matty 
yeare the inner life of the party has not been normal, the phenomenon has been 
created of a system existing according to constitutional law but not followed in 
practice, im recent years, some schools have held general meetings of party repre= 
sentatives, selected new party committees, and begun to restore a normal democrat ic 
inmereparty life, and this has been very good, Hereafter, all kinds of schools of 
higher education must 411 establish times for convening general meetings of party 
representatives, to systematize and normalize the democratic internal life of the 
party. Leading administrative poste in higher education, under the etill-exist ing 
ciftcumstances of an appointment system, should pase through democratic processes 
such a8 — people's ballot and informal discussion before arriving at the techniques 
of selection by the people and reporting to the higher level for appointment. Only 
in thie way can leading bodies be produced on the basie of bringing democracy into 
full play. This is the important phase of the reform of the cadre system, and 
would have 4 positive, promoting effect on the systems of assesement, supervision, 
general promotion, recall, and tranefer of cadres, and on the discovery of talent 
and the ability of cadres to be promoted or demoted in rank. 


In order to enable professional staff members to avoid becoming rusty at their 
professions as 4 result of occupying positions of leadership for long periods, a 
system of periods of tenure should be set up for leading posts in school administra- 
tion, This would be an extremely meaningful reform measure. In this way, it would 
still be possible to provide more specialized personnel with opportunities to 
participate in the leadership aanagement work of schools. At the same time, objec- 
tively it will also promote those gentlemen with determination to cherish their 
period of occupying office and during that limited period make some contribution to 
the work of leadership management of the schools. 


The ideological building of leading bodies is the fundamental guarantee for building 
leading bodies that are politically and professionally strong and effective. Party 
members and leading staff members in schools should strictly observe the "Certain 
Principles Regarding the Internal Political Life of the Party,” and take the lead 
in restoring and advancing the excellent traditions and practices of the party. 
Generally, people should have a little spirit; only then can they do a good job of 
an enterprise. Spirit such as the revolutionary, daring spirit that prevailed dur ing 
the war, the spirit of strict discipline and self-sacrifice, the spirit of fearing 
neither hardship nor death, the spirit of sacrificing private interests for the 
public good and placing others before oneself, the spirit of prevailing over a1: 
enemies and all difficulties, the spirit of steadfastly maintaining revolutionary 
optimiem and eliminating all difficulties to strive for victory, etc. is equally 
indispensable and extremely necessary in this present age of building the socialist 
four modernizations., Teachers, students, staff members and workers need to develop 
this kind of spirit, and the leaders of schools need even moreso to develop this 
kind of spirit. This is the main content of the ideological building of leading 
bodies. 
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Ie still gust be emphasized that leading bodies must conscientiously put inte effect 
@ system of @ democratic concentration of power, truly advance democracy, and be 
brave in implementing 4 correct concentration of power. Only in thie way can we 
enable the entire ideology of leading bodies, and the ideology of the masses to be 
whified back inte « central line, program, and policy, and wnified back into the 
four basic principles of steadfastly maintaining the path of socialiem, and stead- 
faetly maintaining the people's democratic dictatorship (that is, the dictatorship 
of the proletariat), the leadership of the party, and Marxiem-Leniniem and Mao Zedong 
Thought, Thie ie che fundamental meaning of strengthening the ideological building 
of leading bodies.

PRESSING NEED DECLARED FOR VOCATIONAL EDUCATION DEVELOPMENT

[Text] The active promotion of various types of vocational education is of vital 
importance in the development of specialized technical personnel and the intel- 
lectual potential required to meet the needs of the basic overal! plan for the 
four modernizations and furthermore t!»> achievement of a balance in the labor 
force in terme of quantity and quality. 


As a result of the unrest created by the leftist deviationist line over a long 
period of time, there has been a serious dislocation between the educational 
system and the needs of economic development, thus creating two major contradic- 
tions in the training of talents. First, the cultural and technical level oi 
workers falle far short of the needs of the reconstruction projects of the four 
modernizations. Taking the province of Heilongjiang as an example, the existing 
quality of the contingent of workers is far below that required for the development 
of economic reconstruction. According to a survey, 1.2 out of some 4.1 million 
workers in the prevince are technical workers in the industrial sector. The 
average grade of the one million workers employed by the factories after 1970 is 
about 2.8. Because of the low technical level of the workers, they are incapable 
of coping with modern technology and of putting to full use the equipment imported 
from abroad. Secondly, there is an increasing number of young workers seeking 
employment in the job market, the vast majority of whom do not have any special 
knowledge in any particular field so that, after having found employment, they 
must serve a term of apprenticeship. That being the case, the industrial enter- 
prises have no alternative but to expend a large amount of human and financial 
resources in providing them technical training. In the cities and towns of our 
province, there are some 160,000 senior middle school graduates seeking employment 
every year. If each graduate requires a one-year period of training, that would 
represent the loss of 160,000 workers in terms of labor power. 


The situation cited above underscores the pressing need to offer proper training 


to on-the-job workers and the urgency of developing and strengthening vocational 
education. 
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1. In developing training programs for on-the-job workers, the various prefectures 
and departments should, on the basis of the especial features and needa of the tech= 
nical personnel and other workers, formulate 4 program for their educational 
training and establish, as 4 matter of urgency, various types of spare=time uni~ 
versities, television colleges, correspondence schools, special training classes 
of various types, rotating training clasees and advanced classes so ae to raise in 
an expeditious manner the technical and administrative level of on-the-job workers, 
Those industrial and mining enterprises which have the means to do #0 may set up 
training classes for those released from their production work on a rotation basis, 
At the conclusion of the training period, the trainees are to take part in an 
examination on the basis of which they are to be graded and given promotions, Ex- 
perience has proved that the proper management of such vocational education is 
definitely an asset in the development of talents. For example, according to 
atatiatice compiled by the Bureau of Commerce in the suburb of Harbin, there are 1/7 
basic level shops and a network of 126 retail outlets employing 4,486 workers, 60 
percent of whom are new workers who were employed after 1970. Over a period of 
time, this bureau conducted 4 training classes for 2,432 workers, helping thereby 
to raise to a considerable degree the cultural and technical standard of the con- 
tingent of workers. The result of an examination showed that 37 achieved the 
standard of technical experts, 93 qualified as auditors, 32 qualified as account- 
ants, 18 were appointed part-time or full-time teachers and 85 were selected as 
heads of retail departments. Secondly, vocational education should be made an 
important component of the educational system. In our province, aside from min- 
taining a certain number of general middle schools as spawning grounds for univer- 
sity candidates, the rest may be converted into vocational schools according to a 
set plan and in a systematic manner. Vocational schools of various types should 
be established in line with the needs of economic development. in the rural areas, 
they should be established with a view to meeting the needs of agriculture, 
forestry, animal husbandry, production of subsidiary crops, fishery and commune 
industries. In the cities, emphasis should be placed on labor intensive types of 
industry such as light industries, textile industries, handicraft industries, 
electronic industries, commercial enterprises, service industries, tourism, con- 
struction, communication and transportation, etc. Through the establishment of 
vocational schools, the present practice of enlisting apprentices may gradually be 
replaced by the enlistment of students, and the system of offering training to 
workers after they have been employed may be replaced by the system of offering 
them training before their employment. In this way, training may be offered within 
the enterprises or the “double-track system" may be adopted, that is, training 

may be offered jointly by the enterprises and the schools. The newly recruited 
apprentice workers are not to be considered as being employed during their period 
of training. Rather, they are to be given the status of part-time workers and 
part-time students and are to be paid a stipend to cover living expenses. At the 
conclusion of the training period and after having passed the examination, they are 
to be issued diplomas certifying that they have qualified as technical workers. 

On the basis of production needs, the enterprises are then to take them on as 
regular workers. Those who have failed the examination should be permitted to 
undergo a further period of training. Those who have done exceptionally well 
should be allowed to take another examination and graduated before the conclusion 
of the training period. As to the number of apprentice workers to be recruited, 
the enterprises may, on the basis of production needs, the actual needs in the 
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light of certain autonomous powers newly given the productive enterprises and 
their ability to offer such training, be permitted to select the most promising 
workers, Thies will result in making training available to a larger number of 
tectmical workers, doing away with the system of “feather-bedding,” and encourag~ 
ing the trainees to show a positive attitude in their training.

READER CALLS FOR BETTER MANAGEMENT OF PRIVATE SCHOOLS

[Text] Comrade Editor: 


According to incomplete statistics, there are in Fuzhou over 20 private schools 
offering such courses as English, Japanese, sewing and art. These private schools 
serve a useful purpose in supplementing public schools, in offering wider oppor- 
tunities for education and in developing talents for the four modernizations. 
However, there exist certain problems such as the following: 


1. High tuition fees. Whereas spare-time public schools generally charge a 
tuition fee of 5 to 7 yuan for a semester, the spare-time private schools charge 
at least 7 to 10 yuan. A retired teacher of a provincial educational institution 
who has established a spare-time art school with 30 or 40 students, each paying 

a montly fee of 7.5 yuan, makes between 200 and 300 yuan a month. A spare-time 
sewing school in the Nanjie Street neighborhood offers a basic course in tailoring 
in 3 monthly terms. It charges 20 yuan for the first term and 15 yuan for the 
second and third for a total of 50 yuan. The school, which has an enrolment of 
40 students in the first term, took in tuition fees amounting to 800 yuan. Each 
of the three teachers makes over 200 yuan. 


2. Low quality of teachers. The provincial and municipal education authorities 
who recently tested the senior teacher of a certain English private school in 
Fuzhou found that he mispronounced 8 international phonetic signs and incorrectly 
pronounced 16 others. In a written test, he scored only 14 points in the senior 
secondary school examination, 27.5 points in the freshman junior secondary school 
examination and 26.5 points in the sophomore junior secondary school examination. 
An art teacher in a private supplementary art school in the neighborhood of An 
Tai Street cannot even do art lettering, leading some students to complain of 
having been “swindled.” 


3. Haphazard method of teaching due to an absence of planning. One sewing school, 
over a period of 10 days, merely gave the students a dress pattern and told them 
to cut the dress according to the pattern. Although each term was scheduled to 
last a month, the students were graduated before half a month was over. The 
students were so resentful that they filed a complaint with the district party 














committee, Although, according to their advertisements, some foreign language 
supplementary echoole claim to have a “junior class," an “intermediate classe," a 
"senior clase," and a “college-level class," all the classes are held in the same 
place and at the same time. The same teaching materiale are used by all the 
students, and all the students are taught at the same speed, Only a few phrases 
are taught each day. Sometimes, after having come to lesson 7, the teacher would 
suddenly go back to lesson 1 in a haphazard manner. 


The educational authorities are not unaware of certain irregularities in such 
private schools. However, up to the moment, there are no regulations governing 
the operation of private schools, In the absence of eich regulations, the hands 
of the authorities are tied because they have nothing co go upon regarding the 
standards which private schools are required to meet and because it has not been 
determined who is to be responsible for the evaluation of such schools. Some of 
the private schools are therefore free to engage in unscrupulous practices and to 
prey upon their unsuspecting victims, Many comrades have suggested that the 
educational authorities should organize some setup to review in depth the entire 
private school situation. The well-operated ones should be accredited and given 
the necessary assistance to strengthen their administration, while those which 
fail to meet the required standards should be given a period of grace to redress 
their shortcomings and to stop victimizing the students. Furthermore, a set of 
practicable and enforceable rules should be formulated regarding the management of 
private schools on the basis of the investigative study made by such a setup.

DESPITE FCONOMIC READJUSTMENT, CONTINUED POPULATION CONTROL URGED

[Text] Great accomplishments in family planning work were made in our province 
in 1980, with a decrease in the natural population growth rate to less than 9 
per thousand in sight. This has been the result of active work by those 
involved in large-scale family planning work and by comrades of the concerned 
sectors under the leadership of Party committees at all levels. The Party and 
the people have given a high evaluation to the hard work of these comrades. 


The Party Central Committee and the State Council have proposed that we control 
our total population to under 1 billion 200 million by the end of this century. 
This is a major problem bearing on the pace and prospects of building the 

four modernizations and bearing on the health and happiness of future generations 
and is an important measure in keeping with the long-term benefit and present 
benefit of the people of the entire nation. If we are to realize this demand, 
our tasks will be difficult and momentous. Because of the influences of 

feudal ideology and traditional ideas, some cadres and members of the masses 
have a fairly strong resistance to the idea of one couple having only one child. 
Therefore, in the future, at the same time that we are readjusting the national 
economy, we must make a firm resolve to do a good job of family planning work 

so that population growth will fit in with the development of the national 
economy. 


Everyone knows that our nation is a socialist nation, that the national economy 

is being developed in a planned, proportionate way and that the population must 
also increase in a planned way. However, over a comparatively long period of 

time in the past under the influence of “left" leaning ideology and particularly 
during the ten-year period of calamity, a severe imbalance of proportion in the 
national economy was created that exerted enormous pressure on building of the 
four modernizations and on the people's livelihood. In our province, in which 
there is a large population, a small area under cultivation and a poor foundation, 
the inbalance between population growth and economic development was even more 
pronounced. To take food as an example and comparing 1956, which was a year with 
a large harvest, with 1979, over this 23 year period there was an increase in food 
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production for the province as a whole of 42 percent, while population growth was 
37.6 percent, For each individual, there was an increase in food from 603 
Catties to 684 catties, an average annual increase of 3 and one-half catties. 
Total food production in this province is un third place in the nation, while 

in terms of number of people it is in tenth place. Because of the increase in 
population and the decrease in area under cultivation, the amount of cultivated 
land per person has decreased from 2 mu 8 fen in the early period of the 
founding of the nation to 1 and one-half mu. Each agricultural labor force has 
only 4 mu, and, in many regions, the average per person does not come to | mu 
of land. In the future, the number of persons coming of working age each year 
in the province will be over | million 500 thousand. This will increase our 
difficulties in securing oe for labor. Rapid increase in population 
also puts pressure on school education. To date, it has not been possible to 
achieve universal middie school education in the rural areas of this province. 
The number of students in school in institutions of higher learning throughout 
the nation amount to 10 percent of the total population, whereas in this 
province it amounts to 6 percent. That is to say, after an inbalance has 

arisin in the proportion of population growth to production of materials, 
serious difficulties will inevitably occur in education, enployment, 
transporation, housing and health. Therefore, at the same time that we are 
readjusting the proportion between agriculture and yp industry and the 
proportion of accumulation to consumption, there is also an urgent need to 
readjust the proportion of increase in population to increase in production of 
materials. We have reached a time at which we must correct the erroneous way 
of thinking that has been blindly held in the past to the effect that it is good 
for production targets always to be higher and that it is good for population to 
increase. 


Comrade Deng Xiaoping has pointed out most recently that family planning work is 
a strategic task that must definitely be done well, about which public opinion 
must be highly aroused and in connection with which good modeis must be praised. 
On the basis of these instructions, Party committees at all levels should 
further strengthen their leadership and continue to make family planning work 

a major task to be undertaken. We must do a good job of ideological education, 
do a good job of thorough implementation of policy and do a good job of bringing 
the effectiveness of the backbone of Party and organization members as leaders 
into play. We must incorporate family planning into national economic planning, 
getting a grasp on the “two types of production” together. We must put 
propaganda and education work in first place. At the present, we must immerse 
ourselves in making known the “open letter" of the Central Committee of the 
Chinese Communist Party to Party members and members of organizations. Various 
tools of propaganda and forms of propaganda should be used to arouse public 
opinion, to praise good models, to make it known to every family and to cause it 
to penetrate everyone's mind. We must do a good job of this year's family 
planning inspection and readjustment and of implementing measures for birth 
control. We must keep our work before us, discover problems and take corrective 
measures as quickly as possible. We must be conscientious in carrying out 
persistent work after a child has been registered. The medical treatment and 
health sectors should take the initiative in doing a good job of guidance in 
birth control techniques and in doing scientific research work. 
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The period of the Spring Festival is a time of comparatively large numbers of 
marriages and of frequent home visits to family. Thus it is an important 
opportunity for giving publicity to family planning and for implementing birth 
contro! measures, It is particularly urgent to carry out this work in those 
regions and units in which there {is a high rate of large families and in which 
the population growth rate is higher than the average 9— for the province as 
awhole. If this work can be done well and its principles can be clearly 
explained, the masses will be able to respond to the call of the Party and the 
natural population growth rate in our province can be completely brought down 
to a reasonable level.

SHANDONG ACHIEVES EXCELLENT RESULTS IN FAMILY PLANNING

[Text] Excellent results were achieved in family planning work in our vince 
in 1980. The natural neg eteg growth rate can be expected to have fallen from 
10.79 per thousand to less than 9 per thousand, with 80 percent of couples of 
child-bearing age with one child receiving certificates ofhaving given birth to 
a single child. Of the infants born during the year, there was an increase to 
65 percent in the proportion of first births, while the ratio of families having 
had multiple births fell to 8 percent. The decrease in the natural population 
growth rate has had positive effects on doing a good job of economic readjustment 
and on raising the people's standard of living. 





A striking characteristic of last year's family planning work in our province 
was that leaders at all levels were conscientious in getting a firm grasp on the 
two types of production. The Liaoch Prefectural Party Committee and 
administrative offices have, since 1979, taken up family planning work as a 
strategic task. The principal — comrades at the Party and government 
levels have personnaly become involved in it and have led regional, provincial 
and commune leaders at al! levels in both getting a hold on production and a hold 
on birth control. Excellent production has been achieved continuously over the 
two-year period throughout the entire district and outstanding results have also 
been obtained in family planning. Last year, the natural population growt) rate 
for the entire district fell to 5 per thousand, making it the district with the 
lowest growth rate in the entire province. The leadership comrades im the 
Changwei and Linyi districts personally took an interest in the key problems of 
family planning work and obtained a firm hold on them. As the result, there 
were varying extents of decrease in the natural population growth rate. in the 
Yantai district, in which family planning work is comparatively advanced, there 
was a firm grasp on the three factors of food, money and people, with fami! 
planning work becoming more and more refined. The percentage of single child 
families reached 96 percent, there having been an increase to 72% in the 
percentane of single child families and a decrease to 1.3 percent in the percentage 
of families giving birth to three children, There was also a large group of 
communes in which there were no families with three children as well as brigades 
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and units that remained within the plan and in which there were no families with 
more than two children, in the Chengguan Commune of Huang County, there have been 
no occurrences of families with three children for four years running with no 
instances of families falling outside the plan with two children in 7 percent of 
a Thus, the goal of one child per couple has basically been 

realized, 


Another important characteristic of family planning work in this province is that 
there has been a broad expansion of propaganda and education, that there has been 
4 vigorous intensification of —— work and that family planning policies 
have been conscientiously implemented, Since last year, Party propaganda sectors 
at all levels, the health sectors and mass organizations have utilized various 
types of propaganda tools to bring about a broad expansion of family ‘gree 
propaganda and education work, Party schools and cadre schools at all levels 
have obtained a firm grasp on research on population theory and have organized 
series of study classes to train a backbone group in population theory so that the 
great significance of controlling population growth can be made known to the 
masses. After the Party Central Committee had issued its “Open Letter to All 
Party Members and Communist Youth Leaque Members on Controlling Population Growth 
in Our Nation,” publicity was given on a wide scale in all regions through such 
means as moving pictures, slide shows, newspapers and periodicals, radio 
broadcasts, exhibitions, theatrical entertainment, ren go + displays and 
Street-corner picture exhibitions. In many basic level units, Party and 
organization manbers were mobilized to respond to the call of the Party. 

Everyone made known their position and drew up plans to be one-child couples. 

In Junan County, al! of the propaganda units conducted five large lectures on 
family planning throughout the entire county at which they discussed the 
directives and policies of the Central Committee on family planning, the 
relationship between family planning and the four modernizations, the benefits of 
family planning for the state, the collective and the individual, mode! 
achievements in family planning by advanced collectives and individuals and 
scientific knowledge about family planning. At the same time, the masses were 
organized in drawing up a balance sheet for population increase and decrease in 
land, a balance sheet for population growth and increase in food and an 

economic account for population growth and improvement in people's livelihood. 

By this means, the level of consciousness of the masses in respect to carrying 
out family pony was raised. Through education, the single child registration 
rate reached over 90 percentthroughout the entire county, with the natural 
population growth rate achieving the originally stipulated plan target. In the 
Aoshan Commune of Wendeng County, all of the more than 700 couples in the 

commune obtained certificates as one-child families and birth control measures 
were implemented as the result of doing a careful job of ideological work and of 
implementing policies well. 


Capable cadres were selected and a sound family planning network was 
established. This has been a major link allowing for the smooth development of 
family planning work in our province. According to the statistics, more than 
two-thousand commune family planning cadres have been provided in the province as 
a whole and training has been carried out level by level with the result that 
basic level work has gradually become a regular practice and has become 
institutionalized. in Heze County, al] of the communes set up family planning 














offices which were provided with family planning assistants and materials 
personnel, The administrative districts were provided with * planning 


network chiefs and the brigades were provided with fill-time family planning 
cadres, Thus a family planning work network was formed from above to below. 

This corps regularly went deep among the masses to carry out propaganda and 
education work, As the result, the natural population growth rate in this 

county over a continuous four-year period was stabilized at about 6 per 

thousand, At the same time that a sound family planning work network was 

being established, the medical sectors in each region strengthened their 
technical leadership of family planning work, with the quality of birth control 
surgery being continually improved, According to statistics at the end of 
November last year, more than 2.3 million birth control operations had been conducted 
throughout the county a8 4 Whole, This exceeded the maximum historical level for 


the same period and has had a major effect in decreasing the rate of population 
growth, 


At present, the acvantageous period around the Spring Festival is being grasped 
for the purpose o| carrying out widespread and Choroughgoing propaganda and educa- 
tion, of getting « firm grasp on planning and of implementing measures in order 
to establish a foundation for family planning work this year.

CONTINUED FAMILY PLANNING WORK URGED

[Text] The [Fujian] Provincial Pamily Planning Leadership Group held a symposium on 
Family P) nning recently at Fughou at which time it wes stressed that we must 
continue .o do a good job of family planning and that we cannot relax our efforts. 


The meeting fully affirmed the accomplishments in family planning, affirming the 
work of cadre at the basic level and of active elements. Over the past several 
years, party and goverm.ot organs at al! levels have been conscientious in 
getting a grasp of family »lanning work, A great deal of work has been done and 
outstanding accomplishments have been made by al] sectors and particular by the 
women's, hygiene and family planning sectors as well as be the cadre at the 
basic level and active elements. In 1980, the natural population growth rate 
for the entire province continued to fall. As compared to 1977, the natural 
population growth rate had fallen by one half over the three year period, with 
a total decrease in births of 400,000 persons. 


At the meeting, there was a discussion of policies relevant to family planning 
during which there was a basic demand for “Encouraging one, limitation to two 
and not giving birth to three.” Single children and their families should be 
given rewards and shown special considerations. Economic measures should be 
taken towards those who produce three or more than three children. Those who 
do not conform to the policy stipulation of producing two children should be 
subjected to ideological education. To those who advise that it would be 
ineffective and have a bad effect on the masses, we should apply measures 
distinct from the restriction to three children.

SPARE TIME TRAINING INCREASED

(Text) Since last year, new measures have been taken to improve employee education in 
our province. There have been new developments in the contents and the objects of 
education, and in the form and scope for running schools. 


According to statistics, a total of 186,000 persons (various short courses not 
included) studied in higher, middle and primary schools for employees, an increase 
of 60,000 persons over the second half of 1979. In particular, higher education for 
employees has been strengthened. As a result, number of these schoole has increased 
and the quality and quantity of them have improved. During the past year, after a 
total of more than 4,400 students have completed their studies at Zhejiang Broad- 
casting and Television University by finishing a single course, more than 5,300 
students were admitte’ to the university to take single or full courses. The number 
of students at this university totale gore than 11,800. There are now more than 
9,200 students at other institutions of higher learning for employees (including 
students withdrawn from production, partially withdrawn from production and students 
take spare time studies). During the past year, provincial departments responsible 
for professional work together with education departments screened, checked and 
accepted 37 institutions of higher learning for employees. At present, 26 of these 
institutions have been formally approved by the provincial people's government or 
by pertinent departments of the State Council. There are at present sore than 400 
technical middle schools for employees with a total of more than 71,000 students. 
Departments of engineering and communications, trade and finance, agriculture and 
forestry, and education and health as well ase their affiliated organizations have 
adopted various measures in accordance with production and work needs to train 
leading cadres, professional administrators, scientific and technological personnel 
as well as workers in rotation by stages and in groups. The provincial economic 
committee and its subordinate departments, bureaus, factories and mines as well as 
prefectural and county economic committees have, in the past year, trained by stages 
more than 7,600 leading cadres from business enterprises at the county level and 
above, and conducted various professional study classes which finished training for 
wore than 14,500 administrative cadres from different fields. A total of more than 
16,000 leading administrators and health technicians at various levels from the 
provincial health department and its subordinate organizations were released from 
their regular work to take training. In all places, great attention has generally 
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been paid to making secondary culture and primary technological education universal 
for young employees and to conducting secondary technological education for them, 
Some units have released illiterate employees from production work and in a short 
time eliminated illiteracy by giving them training.

HIGHER EDUCATION RAPIDLY DEVELOPING IN ZHEJLANG

[Text] In 1980, the number of students receiving higher education in thie province 
reached 37,592, representing the highest total in any year since the liberation of 
this province. 


The rapid restoration and development of higher education in our province were 
accomplished in only 4 years since the smashing of the “gang of four." During this 
period of time, a total of 12 full-time universities have been established. At 
present, there are 22 full-time universities in the province that have been approved 
by the State Council. They have 122 different departments (epecialties) in 172 
different locations. The quality of knowledge of students has been clearly improved. 
Some of the university students have been admitted to post graduate schools. 


The number of teachers in institutions of higher learning has aleo been increased 
from 4,132 in 1976 to 6,886 in 1980, The ratio between teachers and students rose 
from 1 to 2.53 in 1976 to 1 to 5.46 in 1980, As a result of the implementation of 
the party's policy toward intellectuals, the mass of teachers have ease of mind. 

They are full of vitality and work enthusiastically. Some of the old teachers who 
were attacked and oppressed during the period when the “four evils" ran rampant 

have their “retirement plan" changed into “plan of advanced study." Besides ful- 
filling duty of teaching and scientific research, many teachers are taking an active 
part in compiling national, unified teaching materials. For instance, aside from his 
own assignment of teaching and guiding the post-graduate students, Professor Chen 
Reemun (7116 1331 1852) has been chief editor of teaching materials compiled by the 
Miafistry of Education, including the "Modern History of Education in China." Volumes 
I and II of the "Mimeographed Teaching Materials on the History of the Chinese Com- 
gunist Party” which some political ecience teachers of 17 institutions of higher 
learning in our province participated in the compiling work have been recommended 

by the Ministry of Education as one of the four books to be used by science, 
engineering, agricultural and medical colleges as teaching materials of party history. 


In recent years, institutions of higher learning in our province have also new 
successes in scientific research. At the National Science Conference in 1978, more 
than 60 jobs were given awards. Again in 1978, 85 items were awarded at the Pro- 
vincial Science Conference.

Starting from 1980, inetitutionse of higher 
learning in our province have undertaken more than 400 provincial and ministerial 
acientific research jobs, Beginning from 1978, more than 10 inetitutions of higher 
leafning have admitted post graduate students. Up to 1980, a total of more than 500 
post graduate students have been admitted and 20 of them were graduated in 1960, 


Besides running full-time miversities well, many institutions of higher learning 
atart off from reality to actively conduct correspondence courses and set up evening 
universities. According :o preliminary statietice, there are now 2,686 correspondence

MEASURES TO IMPROVE MIDDLE SCHOOL POLITICAL SCIENCE TEACHING ADOPTED

[Text] XINHUA Beijing 28 January--Since last year, the Minietry of Education has 
adopted measures to conscientiously improve and strengthen teaching of middle school 
political science. 


During the second half of last year, it has been explicitly pointed out in documents 
issued by the Ministry of Education that middle school political science is one of 
the main courses of the middle school curriculum and that it is a course for 
educating students with the basic knowledge of Marxiem-Leninism and Mao Zedong 
Thought. It is, on the one hand, one of the importent ways to carry out ideological 
and political education and, on the other hand, an important aspect for implementing 
an educational policy to enable students who receive an education to develop 
morally, intellectually and physically in an all-round way. This is an important 
symbol to distinguish socialist education from capitalist education. The Ministry 
of Education asks educational administrative departments at all levels to consci- 
entiously strengthen their leadership in teaching political science, The Ministry 
further requests that special personnel and organizations are to be assigned to 
take the responsibility in order to find out about the situation, to introduce 
their own experiences, to continuously improve the quality and quantity of teaching 
and to bring into play the proper role of political science. 


At the same time, the Ministry of Education, based on its practical experiences in 
the past 30 years in middle school political ecience education and by summing up 
the real situation of middle school students at present, is improving the curriculum 
and to actively preparing teaching materials. Through an extensive investigation 
and research, they put forward a curriculum program of political science in which 
courses such as “Self-cultivation of the Teenagers," "Elementary Knowledge of Law" 
and “A Brief History of Social Development" are designed for the first, second 
and third class students, respectively, in junior middle schools; and courses of 
"Elementary Knowledge of Political Economics” and "Dialectical Materialism" are 
prepared for the first and second class students, respectively, in senior middle 
schools. They also organized efforts to compile a teaching program and to prepare 
teaching references. Up to the present time, compiling work of teaching materials 
for the five political science courses mentioned above has been assigned to and 
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completed by the East China Teachers University the Northeast Teachers University, 
the Beijing Teachers University, the Shanghai Municipal Bureau of Education, and the 
Beijing Municipal Bureau of Education, These teaching materials which will be put 
into use starting from the fall semester this year will be published by the People's 
Educational Publishing House, The firat drafts of both the teaching program and 
teaching references have also been completed, They will be published after comments 
are solicited and modifications are made, 


In order to help teachers to carry out teaching of political science, to do research 
work and to exchange their experiences in teaching, the Ministry of Education has 
entrusted the Shanghai Educational Publishing House to start a publication of high 
school political science--the "Political Education;" the Beijing Teachers University 
is entrusted to start a publication of "Teaching of High School Political Science," 
The "Political Education" published 3 issues last year, it will become a bimonthly 
publication this year. The "Teaching of High School Political Science" will start 
its publication this year and the first iesue will come off the press early March, 
The teaching programs (in draft form for soliciting comments) of the five political 
science courses which will be made available this coming fall will be published in 
the March issues of these two political science publications.

College, Shenyang Normal College, Xizang [Tibet] Normal College, Changchun Normal 
College, Jilin Normal College, Siping Normal College, Tonghua Normal College, 
Baicheng Normal College, Tieling Normal Junior College, the Office of Literary 
and Art Affairs, Propaganda Department, Jilin Provincial Party Committee, the 
Jilin Province Literary Association, the Jilin Municipal Culture Bureau, the 
Jilin Publishing House, and the editorial departments of SHEHUI KEXUE ZHANXIAN 
[SOCIAL SCIENCE BATTLE LINE] and Changchun. 


The symposium fully realized the principle of "Let a hundred flowers bloom, let 

a hundred schools of thought contend." developed academic democracy, and developed 
conscientious and enthusiastic discussion centered on how to evaluate Mao Zedong's 
literary and art thought properly, how to understand Mao Zedong's literary and art 
thought system accurately, etc. 


Comrade Zhang Songru [1728 2646 1172] (Gongm [0361 2606]), vice president of 
Jilin University, and Comrade Wang Liaoying [3769 3598 3576] presented monographic 
talks at the symposium. 


In the discussions the comrades in attendance joint)v ovledged that Mao Zedong 
literary and art thought is an important component , ao Zedong Thought and 
is a product of the mutual integration of the universai ths of Marxism- 
Leninism with the literary and art practice of the Chinese revolution. With 














regard to the whole body of Mao Zedong literary and art thought, the basic 
principles Lt encompasses have certainly not become obsolete up to now and must 
etill be upheld in the future, 


However, when applied to the following few specific problema, opinions were 
relatively divergent: 


1, With regard to the areas included in Mao Zedong literary and art thought, 


One school of thought felt that Mao Zedong literary and art thought was the 
crystallization of our party's collective wisdom, and that the exposition of 
literary and art questions by other proletarian revolutionaries of the older 
generation should also be included within Mao Zedong literary and art thought. 


Another school of thought felt that Mao Zedong himself was the one who proposed 
ond expounded on Mao Zedong literary and art thought, and what the other veteran 
proletarian revolutionaries did was to further elaborate and implement Mao Zedong 
literary and art thought. Mao Zedong literary and art thought cannot be viewed 
as a mutual augmentation of the literary and art views of comrade Mao Zedong and 
the literary and art views of other veteran proletarian revolutionaries. 


2. Has Mao Zedong literary and art thought already formed into a system? 


One school of thought felt that Mao Zedong literary and art thought embraces many 
basic questions of literary and art theory, as it is involved with both the ex- 
ternal laws of literature and art as well as the internal laws, and having a 
strict inherent logical relationship, had already formed a complete system. 


Another school of thought felt that although Mao Zedong literary and art thought 
has the framework of a system, it is not fully fleshed out, and that Mao Zedong, 
as a great politician, discussed literary and art questions primarily from a 
political angle so that some of the internal laws of literature and art were not 
delineated, and for this reason it cannot be said that Mao Zedong literary and 
art thought has formed a complete system. 


Still another school of thought felt that the system of Mao Zedong thought is 
complete, and that it is not important whether or not the literary and art 
thought that is a component part of Mao Zedong Thought has a system, that it is 
enought to make a concrete study of comrade Mao Zedong's viewpoints on litera- 
ture and art. 


3. What is the nucleus of Mao Zedong literary and art thought? 


Some comrades felt that in view of the series of works by comrade Mao Zedong 
with regard to the question of literature and art (especially "Talks" [to the 
Yenan Forum on Literature and Art]), literature and art give prominence to the 
thinking of the masses of people and that this is the nucleus of Mao Zedong's 
literary and art thought as well as the pillar supporting the structure of Mao 
Zedong's literary and art thought. 
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Some other comrades felt that an examination of literary and art questions from 
a political angle is the outstanding characteristic of Mao Zedong literary and 
art thought, "li: -:ature and art serve politics" is the quintessence of Mao 
Zedong's literary and art thought. Comrade Mao Zedong's works regarding other 
aspects of literary and art questions are all extensions of this fundamental 
proposition. 


Still another group of comrades felt that comrade Mao Zedong used the revolu- 
tionary dynamic materialist theory of reflection to explain the relationship 
between literature and art and life, and raised the proposition that literature 
and art spring from life and are higher than life. He seized on this fundamental 
question of aesthetic theory to unify the beauty of life and the beauty of art, 
the subjective and objective, "explaining the world" and "transforming the world," 
and to delineate the nature of beauty scientifically. His works concerning other 
aspects of literary and art questions are all based on this fundamental proposi- 
tion, and therefore, this is the nucleus of Mao Zedong's literary and art thought. 


In addition to the above questions, the symposium also conscientiously examined, 
from various angles, how comrade Mao Zedong's individual erroneous views on 
literature and art should be regarded, how to recognize the development of Mao 
Zedong's literary aud art thought with regard to Marxist-Leninist literary and 
art theory and whether or not there are limitations to Mao Zedong's literary and 
art thought, as well as how to delineate the basic content of Mao Zedong's 
literary and art thought.... 


Comrades attending the symposium unanimously agreed that research into Mao Zedong's 
literary and art thought and restoration of the original aspect of Mao Zedong's 
literary and art thought is a task of top priority and a task for our workers in 
literary and art theory that will brook no delay.

Research into 
Mao Zedong's literary and art thought must break the bonds of “modern supersti- 
tion", advance the liberation of thinking, and avoid parroting the views of 
others or being swayed by social pressures. We must seek truth from facts with 
a level head and a scientific attitude.

[Text] Literary and artistic works have a far-reaching and deep influence on the 
masses, and particularly on the ideological sentiments of young people. In the 
present historical transitional period, whether or not literary and artistic works 
can give people confidence and strength, and whether or not they can encourage 
people to be positive and enterprising, work with a will to advance themselves and, 
with one mind and one heart, advance the building of the socialist four moderni- 
zations, is a question that both the party and the people are extremely concerned 
about, and is also a question that writers and artiste must conecientiously ponder 
over and treat seriously. 


Literature and art are the reflection of the life of society, and in turn produce

Even though our party has passed through many disasters and 
difficulties, and has made all kinds of mistakes, it is, after all, the advance 

army of the armed workers’ class, and has, with ability and method, led the Chinese 
people through many difficult passes, and smashed through many obstacles, and is 
moving on towards even greater victories. Ever since the Third Plenum of the party's 
llth Central Committee, the party Central Committee has accurately summed up the 
experience and lessons learned since the founding of our state, especially those of 
the "Great Cultural Revolution,” proposed correct ideological, political, and organi- 
zational lines, and decided, beginning with this year, to make a more progressive 
adjustment of our national economy. In order to guarantee the successful imple- 
mentation of our economic adjustment and the strong development of all enterprises, 
the party is in the process of adopting effective measures to forcefully rectify 
improper practices, strengthen our socialist democracy and legal system, attack all 
kinds of illegal activities harmful to the social order, and further promote stability 
and unity. On the basis of developing production, generally speaking the lives of 
workers, peasants, and intellectuals have gradually been improved. These matters 
are all facts which those who have eyes may see. For this reason, although there 
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le 4 minority beth within and outeide the party whose confidence in socialiam and 

the party's leadership is, for all kinds of reasons, not firm enough, to the extent 
that some people even suspect and oppose them, nevertheless the overwhelming majority 
of the masses are full of confidence in the, and full of hope for the prospects of 
the four modernigations, This is the essential-natu.e and main-stream aspect of the 
life of our society, Our literary and artistic works should, through vivid artistic 
images capable of moving people, help people to understand correctly the age we live 
in and the taske facing us, help people to heal the spiritual wounde created by the 
10 yeare of rampage; and overcome the incorrect states of mind of depression, 
indecision, doubt, and wavering and, in the ideological area, carry out an effective 
struggle against words and actione that are opposed to the four basic principles, 
They decidedly cannot make people, after having seen them, discouraged, slacken their 
efforts or, even dispirited, 


The tequirement that literary and artistic worke give people confidence and strength 
is decided by the aim and task of socialist literature and art, Literary and 

artistic production is subordinate to spiritual production, and the point that this 
shares with material production is that both have a clear objective, and both exist 

to fulfill people's needs; there can be no question of production for the sake of 
production, or art for arte sake, If our literary and artistic works are to have 

the effect on people of encouraging them and urging them on, then they must strive 

to cultivate the new socialist man, heighten people's spiritual horizons, promote 

the further development and perfection of our socialist society, and satisfy the 
daily-growing needs of the people for cultural life, This, then, is the aim of 
socialist literature and art, and also ite political task. Our authors and artiste 
must exert themselves to depict the present magnificent picture of all the nationalities 
of the entire country overcoming difficulties and obstacles and, with one mind and 

one heart, carrying out the building of the four modernizations, They must exert 
themselves to mold the heroic figures of the new socialist man and pioneer builders 

of the four modernizations. The force of example is great. Generally speaking, 

the positive figures eulogized in literary and artistic works are there to provide 
people with examples to model themselves on. Our literary and artistic works 

should display to full advantage the revolutionary ideale and scientific attitude 

of the pioneer builders of the four modernizations, depict their communist ways and 
noble moral character, depict their revolutionary spirit of fearing neither hardship 
nor death and serving the people with their whole heart and mind, and eulogize their 
great heroic accomplishments of working with a will to make the country strong, not 
sticking to the beaten path, and being brave in opening up new prospects. If there 
are many engaged in this kind of literary and artistic work, then they will be able 

to provide the masses with more and richer spiritual food, and be more helpful in 
encouraging our youth to grow up strong. Among the older generation of revolutionaries 
there are many who in their youth had the experience of reading progressive literary 
works, being strongly effected and edified by them, and resolutely setting out upon 
the path of revolution, Our literary and artistic works of today should the moreso 
take the beautiful and strong things in actual life and concentrate them, epitomize 
them, and mold them into flesh-and-blood figures that can be used as classical ex:mples 
to encourage people, with confidence increased a hundred-fold, to sacrifice themselves 
bravely to build the four modernizations. In this regard, a good many authors and 
artists have already made immense efforts. The artistic figures of some new 

socialist men and pioneer builders of the four modernizations have already produced 

a positive influence among readers and audiences. However, the readers and audiences 
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are definitely not satisfied; people still expect to have more good works appear that 
depict the moving spectacle of all the nationalities of the entire nation working 
with one wind and one heart to build the four modernisations, and they still expect 
euthors and artists to create more artistic classical examples for them that can be 
ueed for study and emulation, 


low can the dark side of socialist society be revealed, is an important question 
relating to whether or not literary and artistic works are capable of producing a 
good social effect, Since the “gang of four” was emashed, 4 great many works have 
appeared exposing and passing judgment on the fascist dictatorship of Lin Biao and 
the “gang of four,” their trumping up of unjust, falee, and erroneous accusations, 

and the suffering they inflicted on the party and the people, Some works aleo 
exposed and criticized internal shortcomings and problems among the people themselves, 
such ae individualiem, anarchiem, bureaucratiam, special privileges, etc... These 
works had 4 positive effect with regard to promoting people to liberate their thinking, 
sum up their historical experience, eliminate bad influences, and help cadres and the 
masses to rid themselves of the millstones about their necks, get the machinery 

going again, and promote the further advance of history. Hereafter, revealing the 
dark side of life as it is, and promoting it to turn iteelf into the bright side, 

ie still the important task of literary and artistic creation, In thie regard, what 
the people expect of us is that in exposing the dark side of socialist society, we 
must not overlook the basic fact that in our socialist country the bright side occupies 
the leading position, and we must not overlook the basic tendency that these dark 
thinge will eventually be overcome and conquered by the party and the people. We 
must not exaggerate partial, temporary things into universal, permanent things, and 
we must fot exaggerate matters that are not of the essential natureof things as 
matters that are part of the essential nature of thinge. Otherwise, it might violate 
the facts of what is essential to life, causing people to feel that they have no 
confidence and no future prospects. We must analyze the seamy side of things, and 

we must distinguish clearly between two different dark sides of things. One is the 
dark side of things that pertains to the question of the enemy versus ourselves; 
towards this, we can only adopt the standpoint and attitude of exposing, passing 
judgment, and attacking it to the point of annihilation. The other is shortcomings, 
@istakes, and backwardness among the people themselves. We must expose these things, 
but we gust also talk in a manner full of the sincere wish to protect and educate 

the people, through the effective techniques of criticiem and self-criticiem and 
solving problems properly. One decidedly cannot, taking an attitude of “venting one's 
anger,” for the sake of a moment's pleasure, strike out indiscriminately. What is 
worthy of notice is that in some works, in order to attain a desired artistic 

effect, in revealing the dark side of an antagonistic nature, such as killing, 

ereon, stealing and cheating, there is a tendency to emphasize only the objective 
causes giving rise to these phenomena, and no importance is placed on revealing the 
subjective causes producing them, and no importance is placed on revealing the fun- 
damental relation between the objective and subjective causes. In this way, it 

is impossible to engage in an accurate and forceful castigation of the evil forces 

in society or, even, the bad result of one's sympathizing with the criminal will be 
created. From another aspect, in describing internal shortcomings and mistakes among 
the people themselves such as bureaucratiem and faults in one's work, there is often 
@ tendency not to see about giving the offender the opportunity or conditions to 
rectify his mistake, and this is not advantageous for resolving the contradiction 
end, moreover, might also intensify certain contradictions, and so such works cannot 
achieve the desired effect of unifying and encouraging people's minds. Only by 
steadfastly maintaining a correct standpoint can one carry out an appropriate 
exposure and judgment of the dark side of things. 
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What kind of influence a literary or artistic work produces upon readers or an 
audience te directly related to an author's ideological feelings. Oustanding works 
are the textbooks of the human race, and outetanding authors are the engineers 

of the soul for the human race, If we want to enable our works to better educate 
the people, authors and artiste should immerse themselves in the vast life of 
society, and observe and come to know through experince the ideological sentiment 
and practice of struggle of those building the four modernizations, and come to 
understand the object of their own description and the people's expectations, and 
from that absorb rich ideological and artistic nourielment. Only when our authors 
and artiste build on the firm foundation of actual life can our Literary and artistic 
works fully express the spirit of our present age, and only then can they become a 
great force for promoting the building of the four modernizations. 
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
